Past Two Days on French Front: 
Germans Say Attacks Unavailing 


The Germans hurled counter attack after counter attack during 
Saturday night and Sunday against the French occupying 
newly-acquired positions northeast of Soissons taken in the advance 
toward Laon and easiward along the Chemin-des-Dames, but their 
efforts were useless, ‘The French inflicted heavy casnaltics on the 
Germans. The greater portion of the eighteen mile front has been 
consolidated and as a result of the two days’ fighting, 6.100 prisoners 
have been taken back of the lines, 

Not content with Saturday's northeast of the 
French on Sunday enlarged their holdings by capturing in isolated 
operations important German points of support north of Moulin de 
Laffaux and north of Braye-Kn-Laonnois, 

The Berlin official communication, in referring to Saturday's 
battle declares that the French attempt to break through the German 
lines was unavailing, and that the gigantic thrust was entirely re- 
pulsed. It admits, however, that the intense fire of the French guns 
destroyed completely the German positions on the Winterburg and 
that the eminence and several adjacent sectors were occupied by the 
French, It is asserted by the Berlin war office that the French

Sunday Morning Surprise Attack 
Captures Position Filled With 
Machine Guns,

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, May 6. (By the Canadian 
Overseas Correspondent.)—By a sur- 
prise attack early Sunday morning the 
battalion holding that part of our 
front immediately south of the Souch- 
ez river captured an important sector 
of the enemy front Hne and support 
trench some distance to the east. The 
whole region southwest of Lens, where 
the ground was gained, is dotted over 
with ruing of mining villages, and al- 
most every house has been transform- 
ed into a miniature fortress by the 
introduction of machine guns, oper- 
ated from the shelter of strong em- 
placements, The gunners who hold 
these posts do not surrender—they die 
at their places beside their guns, fight- 


ing to the end. Gerinany still has 
men of that type, and they sell their 
lives for the utmost price they can 
exact, 


It was to avoid as much as possible 
the concentration of machine gun fire 
on our attacking foree that the en- 
emy’s trench was rushed, The as- 
eault was completely successful. Men 
went in with bombs and bayonets and 
ared the trench after a sharp fight, 
The occupants, one offic and 33 men 
were captured, Possession of this 
ground was regarded by the enemy as 
so important that twice during the 
night he counter attacked. Both ef- 
forts failed. The German losses are 
known to be heavy. The ground won

expressed the hope that the United 
States, Russia and other entente al- 
lies would soon Join in the manifesta- 
tions of allied solidarity, teferring 
to the status of the war today, he 
said; 

“While the war Is unfinished, it is 
approaching lis denouement, The 


enemy still is struggling desperately, 
but we can feel his gradual exhaus- 
ition and discouragement, A calm ex- 
amination of the military situation 
shows what a grent change to our ad- 
vantage has been wrought within a 
year, Then we were meeting the 
German offensive by the valor of our 
forces at Verdun. 
Enemy No Longer Attacking 
“Now it is no longer they, but 
who are attacking. We are forcing 


we, 


the enemy to recoil, They boast of a 
strategic retreat, but if they were not 
forced to recoil, why did they aban. | 
don their former entrenchments? This 
famous Hindenburg line-—has it not 
niready been broken at one point 
compelling a hasty formation of new 
lines of defense? 

“We press them at the same time 
as do our valiant British allies, They 
are forced to bring up all their re- 


serves against us and all their heavy 
artillery, but despite their efforts they 
are forced to yield steadily before 
us. 

“More than 40, 000 prisoners and 500 
cannot taken In the last few weeks 
attest the magnitude of our success 
and the extent of the enemy's defeat. 
We shall soon see the same unity of 
action on other fronts and the same 


success, owing to the tenacity and

The 
squaw once more planted herself in 


WAR BRINGS 
CHILD WARDS 


Alberta’s Department Has Taken 
Care of Over 1500 Children 
During Year 


The report of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Neglected Children indicates 
that during the year 1916 some 981 
dependent children and 660 delin- 
quents were brought under its care, 
The emphasis is placed on the “plac: 
ing out system.’ There are four shel- 
ters or temporary homes in the pro- 
vines, maintained by the four largest 
cities. Wards of the department are 
detained in these only for a brief time, 
There is no difficulty in securing good 
foster homes for all normal, well de- 
veloped children. Institutions produce 
What is known as “the Instltutional 
type,” «a Kind of dull, spiritiess ma- 
chine, lacking initiative and strength 
of personality, A child develops nor- 
mally under normal conditions, and 
the only nortnal condition for a child 
is in some good hme, 

The export ndicates that war condi- 
tlons have had an effect upon the de- 
Unquent problem, During the year, an 
increase of neariy 40 per cent, was 
noted over the preceding year. The 
reasons for this are given as follows: 

1. Decrease in parental control ow- 
ing to the absence of so many fathers, 

2. The fact that so many male 
teachers for whom the boys had the 
greatest respect have joined the forces,

alr, children hear from relatives and 
friends thrilling accounts of trench 
warfare and other excitements, and 
their love for imitation leads them 
into many offenses.

Care of this class should not 
be confined to the children, but also 
to women of child-bearing age. It is 
urged that an institution for delin- 
quent girls provide for their segrega- 
tion according to age and type, and 
for proper industrial training.

of Agriculture for loans under this 
Act. The Act provides that any 


five or more farmers may avail them- 
selves of its provisions by joining to- 
gether for that purpose, These men 
may borrow up to $500 each. The 
money is loaned to them for a period 
of five years at 6 per cent, interest. 
The farmer receives the full $500 and 
he has nothing to pay but $80 Interest 
ence a year until the end of five years, 
The only expense in connection with 
the loan is a fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed. There is no further expense 
in connection with chattel mortgages 
or the registration of the same, as the 
Live Stock Commissioner in the De- 
partment of Agriculture holds the vcat- 
tle in security for the loan by means 
of a government brand. A certain 
amount of supervision is made over 
the purchase of the cattle, or rather, 
the farmer is given whatever assist- 
anece he may require in the purchase 
of his cows. The money must be used 
exelusively in the purchase of cows or 
heifers, except in cause a number of 
members of an association wish to pur- 
chase a pure-bred bull to be used ‘by 
them as an association, and then 10 
per cent, of thelr money may be used 
for that purpose. 

The purchaser of live stock under 
this Act must retain the progeny of 
the cows or heifers so purchased until 
the note is paid, except that he can 
sell the steers when they are two 
years old and use the proceeds in con- 
nection with his farming business, 
None of the original cows or heifers, 
or cows or heifers bred from them, can 
be sold without the written  con- 
sent of the Live Stock Commissioner 
This consent, of course, will be given 
in case a farmer should require to sell 
any of them on account of their being 
non-breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other cows 
ov heifers, In this way the live stock 
loans will practically all be well secur. 
ed after the first crop of calves has 
been raised, so that there will be a 
comparatively small amount of risk 
either for the Government or for any 
individual member of an association. 

In order to avail themselves of this 
loan, five farmers are usked to join 
together, signing joint and several! 
notes for the money, so that in case 
of any man wilfully neglecting his 
stock there will be some interested 
person in the shape of another mem- 
ber of the syndicate to notify the Live 
Stock Commissioner, and he, under 
the provisions of this Act, can take 
charge of the stock so neglected, and 
see that other members of the syn- 
dicate as well as the Government are 
protected against loss, 

Provision is also made in the Act for 
the Live Stock Commissioner to pro- 
ceed against the one man who so ne- 
glects his stock and compel him to pay 
whatever loss there is without involv- 
ing the other members of the syndi- 
cate in a luwesult, the idea being to 
work out, as simply as possible, a sys- 
tem by which men can borrow money 
at a low rate of interest for the pur- 
chase of live stock, and still have rea- 
sonable protection for the Treasury of

reduces the rate of interest, 

Already a number of applications 
have been received fromm associations, 
and the Live Stock Commissioner is 
now prepared to take the matter up 
with any farmers who are interested 
in the Act.

You say the worthy local orguniza- 
tion received only $75.00. The W.C. 
T.U, did receive $75.00, but this was 
only a guarantee which was consider- 
ably inecreasel by an arrangement 
whiclr gave the union an opportunity 
to realize a furthor amount by the re- 
ceipts from all tickets sold after the 
company's agents left, and all money 
taken in at the door, 

“As to your statement that no mon- 
ey was left in the city by the artists 
except the $75.00 and hotel expenses, 
I would reply that they paid for the 
use of the church building, also for 
printing, advertising, furnished their 
own piano, and paid the local repre- 
sentative of the W. C. T. U. for help 
re tickets, and various other items 
and, after considering all these and 
allowing a reasonable fee for the art- 
ists, I fail to see where the company 
would profit to any great extent, or 
take very much more money out of 
the city than it left. 

“You also gay that artistically, the 
concerts were a dismal failure, This 
is a matter of opinion of course, but 
it is not the expression of mnany musi- 
clans, and music lovers who were 
present, nor of the reports which ap- 
peared in the local papers, which were 
not solicited or paid for. 

“You further state that the meth- 
ods were of a dishonest and question- 
able nature. The National society for 
broader education have been sending 
their representatives and artists on a 
tour taking in Edmonton, for five 
years, and have given recitals each 
year under the auspices of the Cen- 
tral W. C, T. U. of which society I 
am president, and the dealings of the 
company and its representatives, with 
our Union, have been most honorable 
and above board, and unquestionable. 

“Considering the expenses of first- 
class artists coming from a great dis- 
tance, it is hard to understand how 
anyone purchasing tickets, would ex- 
pect the soclety under whose auspices 
the concerts were given, to reap all 
the profits, 

“This reply is longer than would 
seem necessary were it not for the 
sweeping condemnation, and damag- 
ing statements which were contained 
in your article, and I trust you will 
yive this the same publicity as you 
did your own.

The city tax sale has not been 
the success that was hoped for but
